No. ADM / LAW / M \V \ Arr™In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 21 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 
as extended to the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli and all other powers enabling him in this behalf, 
the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli Motor Vehicles Rules, 1966, name- 
ly 

1. These rules may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1967. 

2, Tn Chapter II of the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Motor Vehicles Rules, 1966,, after Rule 2.3, the follow- 
ing new" Rule shall be inserted : — 

2. 3 A. Schools of motoring. — (1) No person shah 
engage in the business of giving instruction in the 
driving of motor vehicles nor shall any person ad- 
vertise or otherwise publicly undertake to consti- 
tute a School of motoring for the purpose of giving

such instructions without a valid licence issued by 
rhe Licensing Authority, 

(2) Any person desiring to obtain a licence for 
enabling him to engage in the business referred to 
in sub-rule (1) shall make an application to the 
licensing authority, ue. to the Chief of Police, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli, Silvassu. 

(3) The licensing authority may, on receipt of 
an application under sub-rule (2) grant or renew 
a licence in form M.S. to these rules to the appli- 
cant for engaging in the business of giving instruc- 
tion in the driving of motor vehicles or for adver- 
tising or otherwise publicly undertaking to give such 
instructions as may be specified in the application 
and subject to compliance with such conditions, if 
any, may be specified in the licence and constitute 
the applicant a school of motoring or may refuse 
to graut a licence. Where a licence is refused,, the 
licensing authority shall furnish the applicant an 
order in writing setting forth the reasons of such 
refusal. 

(4) A licence granted under sub-rule (3) shall 
be valid for a period of three years and may be 
likewise renewed from time to time. 

(5) The licensing authority shall in exercising its 
powers in granting or renewing or refusing a licence 
under this rule have regard to the following factors, 
that is to say, that — 

(i) the applicant and staff are of good moral 
character and qualified to give instruction; 

(ii) the premises where the school is proposed 
to be conducted is cither owned by the ap- 
plicant or hired in his name and consist of 
at least one room commodious enough to 
accommodate the students under training 
and sufficient to provide for amenities such 
as water-taps and lavatories: 
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(Pi) the financial resources of Iho proposed 
school are sufficient to provide for its con- 
tinued maintenance; 

(iv) the applicant maintains at least two motor- 
cycles, two light motor vehicles* one 
medium motor vehicle and one heavy 
motor vehicle of each of the'.c categories 
of motor vehicles for which he desires a 
licence; 

Provided that where a licence is desired 
only for medium motor vehicle or heavy 
motor vehicle or both, the applicant main- 
tains in addition at least one light motor 
vehicle; 

Provided further that the vehicles re- 
quired to he maintained are all registered 
in the name of applicant, are available ex- 
clusively for training purposes, and except 
for motor cycles, are titled with dual con- 
trol. 

(v) the applicant maintains the following ap- 
paratus and equipment., namely : 

(a) Black-board; 

(b) Road plan board with necessary toy 
signals and cars; 

(c) Traffic sign chart; 

(d) Road signals chart; 

(e) Service chart-detail view of all com- 
ponents of motor vehicles; 

(f) Engine assembly, rear 
a\le assembly, gear-box 
assembly of one of the 
well-known makes, :;uch 

Chevrolet or Ford 
V-8 f Dodge, Fargo, ex- 
cept where the appli- 
cant desires to give ins- 
tructions in riding of 
mo! or cycles only. 

(g) Chasis assembly (of one of the well- 
known makes, such as Ford, Chev- 
rolet^ Dodge, Austin) complete with 
steering mechanism, suspens on, axles 
and brake drum shoes, except where 
the applicant desires to give instruc- 
tions in riding of motor cycles only; 

(h) Puncture repair kit with tyre lever, 
wheel brace, jack, tyre-pump and tyre 
pressure guage; 

(i) Spanners (a set each of lixed span- 
ners, box spanners, pliers [( screw- 
drivers, screw spanners and a ham- 
mer); 

(j) Driving instructions manual; 

(k) The Indian Highway Safety Code; 

(l) Desks for students and work benches; 

(m) Complete electrical equipment on a 
bench to demonstrate the working of 
lights, self-starter dynamo cutout, 
battery and switches; 

(vi) the applicant or any member of the paid 
stall employed by him for giving instruc- 
tions possesses the following qualifications 
namely : — 

(a) af least 5 years’ driving experience in 
addition to a certificate in motor 
mechanics course or any other equiva- 


lent qualification from an institution 
recognised by the State Governments 
of Gujarat or Maharashtra; 

(b) a through knowledge of traffic signs 
specified in the Ninth Schedule, Paris 
A and B, and of the driving regula- 
tions specified in the Tenth Schedule, 
of the Act l( so as to be able to impart 
ins! ructions therein to the satisfieation 
of the licensing authority; 

(c) ability to demonstrate and explain the 
functions of dUfeient component parts 
of the vehicles in his possession, to 
the satisfaction of the licensing autho- 
rity; 

(d) adequate knowledge of either English 
or Hindi or Gujarati and Marathi so 
as to be able to impart all the instruc- 
tions in the said language; 

(c) an Adult First Aid certificate issued 
by the St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion (India) ; 

(vii) (he applicant maintains fully equipped first- 
aid sets for use in emergencies at the pre- 
mises of the training school and in each 
of the vehicles used for training; 

(viii) the need of a school of motoring in the 
particular locality. 

(6) The applicant shall maintain a record with 
photographs of the students attending the school 
from time to time, the duration of their instructions 
and the date on which they passed the test in driving 
specified in the Act. 

(7) The licensee shall submit to the licensing 
aulhority such information and such returns as may 
be called for by it. 

(8) The licensee shall — - 

(a) not alter the place of business of the 
school of motoring mentioned in rhe 
licence without the prior approval of 
the licensing authority obtained in 
writing; 

(b) keep the premises of the school at all 
reasonable times open for inspection 
by any person deputed by the licens- 
ing authority. 

(9) It shall be lawful for a licensing authority by 
an order in writing to approve the nature and dura- 
tion of courses of instruction and the number of 
pupils to be instructed at any one time. 

(10) The lees to be charged by a licensee shall 
be at such rates as may be fixed by the licensing 
authority and the fees so fixed shall not be varied 
without the prior approval of such authority. Spe- 
cial fees may, subject to the approval of the licens- 
ing authority, be charged for special courses, 

(11) The licensing authority may by order id 
writing suspend or cancel a licence granted under 
sub-rule (3) — -if a licensee — 

fa) fails to maintain the equipment, vehicles 
and other matters referred to in sub-rule 
(5) m accordance with the standard envi- 
saged by that sub-rule, or fails to comply 
with the provisions of that sub-rule or any 
other provisions of this rule, 

(h) fails to maintain the vehicles of the school 
in accordance with the provisions of these 
rules,, or 
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(c.) does not impart proper instructions as in- 
dicated by the results of driving tests or 
otherwise, or 


vd) for any other reason t.o;-widt.rcd sufficient . 

Provided that no such nokr Hudl he made 
unless — 

(a) the reasons lor suspension or cancellation 
of a licence are recouped in the order and 
the cop} of the order is furnished to The 
licensee, and 

th) ;he licensee has been given an opportunity 
of showing cause against the order which 
the licensing authority proposes to make. 

(12) Where the licence is cancelled or suspended 
under sub-rule (11 ), Form M.S, to ibc ? _e rules shall 
be surrendered to (he licensing authority by the 
holder thereof.

I he licence is liable to be rescinded at any time if 
i he character of The proprietor or staff, the financial con- 
dilion of the undertaking, or the conduct of the school 
is unsaUsfucLof y.
